On Friday evening, March 8th, the 
Aduit Bducational Group heard an in- 
teresting lecture by Mr, H. Coutts,| 
In 1939, Mr. Coutts recalled, George 
VI had returned to England from 
making @ tour of Canada and while 
here he had carried out his duties as 


‘King of Canada. He had received 


personal credentials of a Reptenent- 
itive of the United States. He had 
given his approval to a Trade Treaty. 
By thie year Canada had come of age. 


Mr. Coutts drew a simile between! 
Canada and a teen age suit of cloth-! 


es: On July ist 1867 Canada had her 
first birthday and donned this suit 
of clothes. ‘Canada had passed 
through the stage of growing into 
them and how. was in the process of 
growing out of them, 

The pages of History were turned 
back and we followed an outline of 
the physical, economic - and “political 
growth of Canada, We had grown to 
‘be an autonomotis nation. Canada 
and others in the Commonwealth now 
have equal status if not equal stature. 
Canada was one of the equal signers 
of the Unitéd Nations Agreemént 
and a member of the United Nations 
Association and has a seat with the 
economic section of the U.N.O. We 
have still remaining two ties with 
the Old Land, In 1926 with the pas- 
sing of the Westminister Treaty no 
provision was made for the amend- 
ing ofthe B.N.A, Act and we still 
have recourse in civil cases to the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council. 


Now what of the future? The lec- 


‘turer suggested that three things 


could happen. First, we could liquid- 
ate our Commonwealth of Nations it 
it appeared to obstruct the future. 
The argument against this was we 
wong 42-§ example for the rest of the 

to follow, and if we could not 
make co-operation of nationg work 
there was not much in the future of 
the U.N.O; Sedondly, a greater cen- 
tralization of members could take 
place, Various ones, e.g. Jan Smutts 
and Lord Halifax, had suggested 
this but each insisted that each mem- 


-ber retain its autonomy. Thirdly, we 


could follow a middle path, a con- 
tinuing of a loosely knit organization 
based on freedom and co-operation. 
If we could get all nationg to follow 
this pattern in the U.N.O, it could 
well be our basis for preserving the 
peace of the world. Some discussion 
then followed in tnying to find a basic 
meeting ground between nations, 
something that could be a common 
ground to act as a link between na- 
tions. a

| Sirs: 

In the hospital board report given 
in the Wainwright Star dated Jan- 
uary 30, 1946, I read with pleasure 
that it has been decided that a larger 
hospital is needed in Wainwright. 

As a medical man who hopes to 
make use of that hospital following 


‘my present training I would be 


grateful if you could give your con- 
sideration to some of the points that 
follow. 

I believe that there is no doubt that 
some form of socialized medicine will 
be introduced during the next few 
years. This, together with the con- 
tinually increasing tendency toward 
treating practically all illness in hos- 
pital, will increase the demand for 
hospital beds very greatly, It must be 
realized that for public safety it is 
unwise to plan a hospital which oper- 
ates at or near capacity during part 
of the year making it impossible to 
admit accident and emergency cases. 

The .present hospital is twenty 
years old and its original construc- 
tion makes it difficult to see how a 
good hospital can be formed around 
it without expensive modification of 
the building, It is very noisy and to 
be satisfactory as a hospital would 
have to be completely sound-proofed 
—an expensive procedure in such @ 
building. 

During my three month term ot 
practise in Wainwright I had the op- 
portunity of discussing the problem 
with various members of the Munici- 
pal Council, and I learned that that 
body could make uege of the building 
as an Old Peoples Home, This would 
not only fill a long need, but would 
help relieve the active beds of your 
treatment hospital. In. my opinion, 
looking into the future of Wain- 
wright as medical centre of a large 
area, I, think’ we-would all be ynuch 
bet if such a plan were follow- 
ed, and if a modern hospital capable 
of housing sixty patients were con~- 
structed. 

Since I arrived here I have talked 
medical matters over with numerous 
young and Well trained physicians 
here. Many of them wish to practise 
out of the city, but ‘none of them 
would consider going to a town with- 
out a hogpita] as modern treatment

There are a lot of beautiful flowers 
and shrubs that will grow weil in the 
Southern States or in the mild climate 
of England that will not do well in 
Canada. One wastes money, time and 
work in trying them here, Our cli- 
mate, soil and other conditions are 
not suitable, just as their conditions 
do not suit certain things that thrive 
abundantly here. To guard against 
the discouraging efforts to produce 
these tender planta here one is -ad- 
vised to stick to those flowers, shrubs 
and vegetables that are speciilly re- 
commended for Canadian conditions, 
The latter are the varieties and types 
listed in the Canadian seed catalogues 
These thave all been tested under 
Canadian conditions and they are the 
only ones recommended by the’ Cana- 
dian authorities, 

Columnists have poked some good- 
natured fun at the glowing pictures 
and descriptions.in the sedti cata- 
logues, but as a matter of fact those 
listed and pictured in Canadian pub- 
lications are based on actual fact. 
The pictures are invariably actual 
photographs and any gardener of 
reasonable experience can reproduce 
them faithfully in his own backyard. 
In addition, there will be found in 
most Canadian catalogues a lot of 
useful information regarding season, 
time of flowering or, in the case of 
maturity, time of reaching maturity. 
Experts advise all beginners to get 
a good Canadian seed catalogue and 
possibly some of the government 
bulletins covering local conditions. 
Armed with this literature and good 
seed, satisfaction is guardnteed. 
Gardening According to Plan 

Seeds and shrubs or plants from 
the nursery are such little things 
that it is hard to realize just what 
will happen when full growth has 
beén developed, The beginner almost 
invariably plants far too close togetn- 
er. Certain things like the small an- 
nual flowerg and vegetables like let- 
tuce, beets or carrots take up little 
room-—two or three inches betwecn 
and rows about’a foot apart are all 
that are necessary, But there are 
other things that will need much 
more room, Tall, bushy flowers like 
cosmos, or zinnias for instance, need 
a foot or two each way. In the vege- 
table line, corn, potatoes, peas, tom- 
atoes, melons, cucumbers and - suco 
require plenty of room.
